It is only in re- 
cent years that we have learned 
how greatly by these processes 
we have harmed nature and na- 
ture in turn has harmed us. 
We should not too largely blame 
our ancestors, for they found such 
teeming riches In woods and soil 
and water—such abundance above 
the earth and beneath it—such 
freedom in the taking, that they 
gave small heed to the results 
that would follow the filling of 
their own immediate needs. Most 
of them, it is true, 
had 
come 


from many peopled lands where 
necessity had invoked the pre- 
serving of the 
bounties of na- 
ture. But they had come here 
for the obtaining of a greater 
freedom, and it was natural that 
freedom of conscience and 
free- 


dom 
of government should 
ex- 
tend itself in their minds to the

our own generation that the de-

If the misuse "of natural re- 
sources alone were concerned, we 
should consider our problem only 
in terms of land and water. It 
is because misuse extends to what 
men and women are doing with 
their occupations and to their 
many mistakes in herding them- 
selves together that I have chosen, 
In addressing the congress, to use 
the broader term "National re- 
sources." 
For the first time in our na- 


tional history we have made an 
inventory of our national assets 
and the problems 
relating 
to 


them. For the first time we have 
drawn together the foresight of 
the various planning agencies of 
the federal government and sug- 
gested a method and a policy 
for the future. 
I am sending you herewith the 
report of the National Resources 
Board, appointed by me on June 
30, 1934, to prepare the compre- 
hensive survev which so many 
of us have sought so long. 
I 
transmit also the report made by 
the Mississippi Valley committee 
of the Public Works Administra- 
tion, which committee has also 
acted as the water planning com- 
mittee in the larcer report. 
Remarkable Foundation. 


These documents constitute a 
remarkable foundation for what 
we hope will be a permanent 
policy of orderly development in 
every part of the United States. 
It is a large subject but it is a 
great and Inspiring subject. May 
I commend to each and every one 
of you who constitute the con- 
gress of the United States a care- 
ful reading of these reports. 
In this inventory of our na- 


tional wealth we follow the cus- 
tom of prudent 
people toward 


their own private property. We 
as a nation take stock of what 
we as a nation own. We consider 
the uses to which it can be put. 
We plan these uses In the light 
of what wo want to be. of what 
we ant to accomplish as a peo- 
ple. 
We think of our land and 
water and human resources not 
as static and sterile possessions 
but as life-giving assets to be di- 
rected bv wise provision for future 
days.

dust on the ceiling- plaster beneath 
the attic flooring-, at the end of 
thc board, now produced in court. 
In thc adjoining floor board, he 
said, was a short saw cut directly 
above the little pile of sawdust. 
Pope, opening the cross-examina- 


tion, led the witness directly to the 
nail experiment. 


Q. How far did those cut nails 


extend into the floor beam wnen 
you put them through the ladder 
rail? 


A, About a half inch, maybe a 
quarter of an inch, -just enough to 
bind the boards in place. 
Attic Points. 


Pope elicited from the carpen- 
ter that the rail, if 
"butted" 


against the board, would not fit 
with the nan holes in the joists. 
Further, he brought out that only 
that last board and rail were "face" 
nailed. Others were nailed at the 
edges. 


Peacock took the witness on re- 
direct. 
He directed the carpen- 
ter's attention to a knot hole at 
the end of the piece 
of board 


which the state contends was cut 
in half for the ladder upright. 


Q. 
ts there any knot hole in 


the ladder panel? 
A, No. 
Q. 
How do you account 
for 
that? 


A. It was sawed off. 
Pope, fighting step by step to 


prevent admission of the 
testi- 
mony of Hauptmanns' alleged con- 
struction of the ladder. Interrupt- 
ed repeatedly. 


Anslem Cramer, another police 
carpenter, was the next occupant 
of the witness cair. In a deliber- 
ate voice he told the same story 
Enkler had just completed. 
Popa pugnaciously continued to 


question the connection of Haupt- 
mann to the attic boards. 


Q. These boards are not alike 


in color? 


A. No, sir. 


Small Space Shown. 
Pope called attention to 
the 


small space 
between the 
floor 


board and the rail as they lay 
on the joists. 


"The piece that was sawed off," 


Cramer began, "was cut crook- 
ed." 


Pope sought to bring out that 


the end of the rail showing in 
the photographs 
was 
"pretty 


straight." 


Cramer suddenly disrupting the 


train of questions with the as- 
sertion the photograph showed the 
rail end lay on top of the other 
board. 
Other witnesses testified 


they were end to end flat on the 
joists. 


Thc witness laid the ladder sec- 


tion and the board on the 
floor 


before the jury to demonstrate. 
I 
Straightened Out Testimony. 
Cramer straightened 
out 
the 


testimony, explaining under Pea- 
cock's questioning the rail had 
lain flat when the na.ils were in- 
serted and were formed to fit 
perfectly.

He explained that a- space of 


one-half inch did appear between 
the rail and board when they 
were properly In place. 


Koehler, star witness 
In the 
state's wood case, wa.s then called 
to the stand. 


Speaking in a clear, resonant 


voice he said he lived In Madi- 
son, 
Wls., where he worked in 


the U. S. Forest Product* lab- 
oratory 
there. 


Wilentz was examining him. 
Q. Are you the federal govern- 


ment's wood expert? 


A. I am the expert on the iden- 


tification of wood for the gov- 
ernment. 


Came At Government Bequest. 
Q. Did you come into the Lind- 


bergh case at the request of the 
gocernment? 


A. I did. 
Koehler said he made his first 


investigation of "Rail 16" Oct.

AUSTIN, Jan. 23.— WO— All spec- 


ial ranger commissions have been 
cancelled by order 
of 
Adjutant 


General Carl Nesbitt. 


The action was in line with the 


announced 
policy 
of 
Governor 


James V. Allred to 
discourage 


promiscuous issuance of 
special 


ranger commissions and to reor- 
ganize the ranger force. 


Nesbitt estimated more than 2,- 


000 special commissions were in 
effect at the time of the can- 
cellation. Some had been Issued 
to vaudeville performers, lawyers, 
physicians, and other persons in 
no way connected with law en- 
forcement. 


Most commissions, however, had 


been given night watchmen and 
other special peace officers. Un- 
der the law. a special ranger had 
the same authority as a regular 
one."The governor and I have not 
gone into the matter of issuing 
new special ranger commissions," 
Nesbitt said. "The cancellation 
was to clear the decks." 


MERRIAM LAYS HIS 
LEGISLATIVE PLANS 
BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Jan. 23. 


—(&)—The man who defeated Up- 
ton Sinclair at the polls last No- 
vember spread before California 
today his program for rehabilita- 
tion of a crippled state govern- 
ment. 


Gov. Frank F. Merriam, elected 


over the famous author-politician 
and his "end poverty in Califor- 
nia" platform, submitted to the 
legislature a program which would 
impose 
an 
average increase in 
taxes of J120 a family for the 
next two years. 
In his message Governor Mer- 


riam suggested a wide range of 
increased taxation beginning with 
a personal income tax and con- 
cluding with a one-per cent in- 
crease In the 2% per cent retail 
sales tax. 


This revenue would be used to, 


balance 
a 
budget which needs 


about $95,600,000 in new revenue 
and $47,300,000 for unemployment 
relief. 


Surprising many of his ardent 


supporters, the governor came out 
boldly for a state program look- 
ing toward acquisiti-n of all pri- 
vately owned water and power 
utilities. 


On one of the most contentious 


subjects facing the government, 
the question of what kind of ro- 
cial legislation should be enacted, 
he made no definite recommend- 
ations. He 
told 
the legislature 


that after the federal government 
has completed its program 
for 


unemployment insurance and old 
age j ensions he would submit his 
recommendations in a speclalmes- 
sage.

Into investment by the state board 
of education of moneys of the 
permanent school fund In refund- 
Ing bonds was proposed today In 
a resolution 
introduced 
In the 
Texas house of representatives 
by Rep. Alfred Petsch of Freder- 
Icksburg. 
The resolution 
set 
out 
the 
amounts Invested 
in 
refunding 
bonds and stated "this record on 
Its face suggests that our perman- 
ent school fund is being rapidly 
Invested In securities of a ques- 
tionable 
nature and 
many of 
which 
may 
prove 
absolutely 
worthless." 
Five members of the 
house 
appointed by Speaker Coke Ste- 
venson, would conduct 
the In- 
vestigation and would be author- 
ized to employ auditors to in- 
quire Into bond transactions. 


"The records apparently indicate 
that prior to June 20,, 1933, the 
board of education invested the 
sum of $2,476,500 In various and 
sundry refunding bonds and at 
the time of such purchases the 
money paid by the board of edu- 
cation for such bonds went to the 
discharge of the original bonds 
held by Investors other than the 
permanent fund, and which bonds 
in many Instances had been in 
default in the payment of accrued 
principal and interest for many 
years—x x x and upon the face of 
such a record, the conclusion that 
such bonds may prove to be of 
small value or in many instances 
may prove to be even worthless, 
presents itself as practically ines- 
capable," the resolution stated. 
"Since the 30th day of June, 1933 
the state board of education fur- 
ther apparently invested in such 
refunding bonds in the additional 
sum of $5,561,097 and since the 
last named date the board has in- 
vested only the sum of $1,703,880 
In bonds other than such refund- 
Ing bonds, x x x 
"It la common talk among per- 
sons claiming to be familiar with 
these bond purchases that in some 
cases bond brokers profited exten- 
sively in the refinancing opera- 
tions Involved In the purchase of 
the 
aforementioned 
refunding 
bonds x x and such charges con- 
stitute a reflection upon the mem- 
bers of the board of education and 
at the same time pertinently sug- 
gests the necessity of an Investi- 
gation, x x x 
"It is reported that members of 
the board of education, when ques- 
tioned concerning the Investment 
and the purchase of these refund- 
ing bonds at par, gave as their ex- 
cuse for such purposes that 
the 
statutes 
of Texas required the 
board to pav par for such refund- 
ing bonds x x and it Is self-evi- 
dent that no private Investors or 
fiduciaries would have ever con- 
templated Investing their own or 
the funds under their control in 
such apparently -weak refunding 
securities." 
The resolution stated "it Is self- 
evident that the members of the 
board of education are not bond 
experts and the purchase of all of 
these refunding bonds, though in 
all probability made in good faith, 
are nevertheless

lent school fund is in danger of 
seing dissipated and destroyed," 
the resolution continued.

"As 
I understand the court's decision, 
you must prescribe the terms un- 
der which you delegate authority 
to make rules and regulations, but 
in this bill the field is wide open.

prisoner—he only moved twice In 
the whole course of the after-

him. He Is so exactly like his 
press photograph that at his 'Ap- 
pearance he causes you no sur- 
prise, and he excites neither aver- 
sion or sympathy.
